PROGEEDINGS AT THE CAPITOL. 
Tue proceetings at the Capitol followed a 
prescribed programme, issued by the Com- 
gements, as follows: 
The east doors of the Senate wing of the 
Capitol were opened at 10 o’clock to those 


doors of the Senate chamber were 
m. The President 
and President-elect entered the Senate wing 
by the bronzed doors in the east front, each 
accompanied by a memberofthe Committee 
of Arrangements. ‘The President went di- 
rectly tothe President’s room, but the Pres- 
ident-elect to the Vice - President's room. 

After entering the chamber they were in- 
troduced by the Committee of Arrangements 
and occupied seats reserved for them in front 
of the presiding officer. The Committee of 
Arrangements occupied seats on their left. 

The Vice-President was accompanied tothe 
Capitol by a member of the Committee of Ar- 
rangements and proceeded to the Vice- 
President’s room. , 

The diplomatic corps assembled in the 
marble room and proceeded in a body at 
11:15 a. m. to the Senate chamber, where they 
occupied seats on the right of the chair. 

The Chief Justice, the Associate Justices 
and the ex-Associate Justices of the Supreme 
Court occupied seats on the right of the 
chair. The Supreme Court entered the Sen- 
— a tew minutes before the Pres- 
dent. 

Heads of Executive Departments, the 
Major-General of the army commManding; the 
Admiral of the navy and officersof the army 
and navy, who by name have received the 
thanks of Congress, occupied seats on the 
left of the Chair. 

Governors of States, ex-Senators of the 
United States, Judges of the Court of Claims 
and of the Supreme Court of the District, and 
the Commissioners of the District occupied 
seats east of the main entrance. 

Members of the House of Representatives 
entered the Senate chamber by the maln en- 
trance at 11:50 a. m. and occupied seats on 
the right of the chair next to the diplomatic 
corps. 

About 1 0’clock Vice-President Morton de- 
livered his farewell address, and declared 
the Senateofthe Fifty-second Congress ad- 
ge sine die. Mr. Morton spoke as fol- 
Ows: 

VICE-PRESIDENT MORTON'S FAREWELL 8PEFCH. 

SENATORS :—The time fixed by the constitu- 
tion for the termination of the Fifty-second 
Congress has arrived and I shall soon resign 
the gavel of the President of the Senate to 
the honored son of Illinois, who has been 
chosen as my successor, 

I cannot, however, take my leave of this 
distinguished body without offering my most 
grateful acknowledgements for the honor 
conferred by the resolution just adopted de- 
claring your approval of the manner in 
which Ihave discharged the duties of the 
chair and expressing the deep sense of the 
uniform courtesy and kindness, even in 
critical and complicated situations, extended 
to me, as the presiding officer, by every 
member of this body. 

It I have committed errors, you have re. 
frained from rebuking them; and 1 have 
never appealed in vain to your sense of jus- 
tice but I have ever received your support. 

My association with the representatives 
of the states of this great nation in this 
chamber will be among the most cherished 
memories of my life, and I can express no 
better wish for my successor than that he 
may enjoy the same relations of courtesy and 
kindness that have never been limited by 
party lines or controlled by partisan affilia- 
tions and which have so happily marked my 
intercourse with Senators. 

And now, Senators and office of the 
Senate from whom] have received so many 
good offices in the discharge of my duties 
accept a feeble expression of my grateful 
appreciation of your kindness, with my 
heartfelt wishes for 17 future welfare, 
happiness and prosperity in life.

THE MONEY QUESTION. 

Manifestly nothing is more vital to our su- 
premacy as a nation and tothe beneficent 
purposes of our Government than a sound 
and stable curreney. Its exposure to degra- 
dation should at once arouse to activity the 
most enlightened statesmanship, and the 
danger of depreciation in the purchasing 
power of the wages paid fo toll should fur- 
nish the strongest incentive to prompt and 
conservative precaution. 

In dealing with our present r 
Situation as related totbis subject, we wil 
be wise if we temper our confidence and 
faith in our national strength and resources 
with the frank concession thateven these 
will not permit us to defy with impunity the 
inexorable laws of finance and trade. At 
the same time, in our efforts to adjust differ- 
ences of opinion. We should be free from in- 
tolerance or passion, and our judgments 
should be unmoved by alluring phases and 
unvexed by selfish interests. 

lamconfident that such an approach to 
the subject will resultin prudent and effect- 
ive remedial legisiation. In the meantime, 
so far as the executive branch of the Govern- 
ment can interfere, none of the powers with 
which it is invested will be withheld when 
their exercise is deemed necessary to main- 
tain our national credit or avert financial 
disaster. 

PROTECTION, BOUNTIES AND PENSIONS. 

Closely related to the exaggerated confi- 
dence in our country’s greatness which tends 
to a disregard of the rules of national safety, 
another danger confronts us not less serious. 
I refer to the prevalence of a popular dispo- 
sitionto expect from the operation of the 
Government especial and direct individual 
advantages. 

Lhe verdict of our voters which condemned 
the injury of maintaining protection for pro- 
tection’s sake, enjoins upon the people’s 
servants the duty of exposing and destroying 
the brood of kindred evils which are the un- 
wholesome progeny of paternalism. 

This is the bane of republican institutions 
and the constant peril of our Government by 
the people. It degrades to the purposes of 
craft the plan of rule our fathers established 
and bequeathed to us as an ob- 
ject of our ilove and veneration. 
it perverts the patriotic sentiment 
ofour country and tempts them toa pitiful 
calculation of the sordid gain to be derived 
from their Government’s maintenance. It 
undermines the self-reliance of our people 
and substitutes in its place dependence upon 
governmental favoritism, It stilles the spirit 
of true Americanism and stultifies every en- 
nobling trait of American citizenship. The 
lessons Of paternalism ought to be unlearned 
and the better lesson taught that, while the 
people should patriotically and cheerfully 
support their Government, its functions do 
not include support of the people. 

The acceptance of this principle leadsto a 
refusal of bounties and subsidies which bur- 
den the labor and thrift of a portion of our 
citizens, to aid ill-advised or languishing en- 
cox passes in which they have no concern, It 
leads also to a challenge of wild and reckless 
—— 4 expenditure, which overleaps the 

ounds of grateful recognition of patriotic 
service and prostitutes to vicious uses the 
people's prompt and generous impulse to ald 
those disabled in their country’s defense. 

ECONOMY IN PUBLIC AND PRIVATE LIFE. 

Every thoughtful American must realize 
the importance of checking at its beginning 
any tendency, in public or private station, to 
regard frugality and economy as virtues 
which we may safely outgrow. The tolera- 
tion of this idea results in the waste of the 
people’s money by their servants and en- 
courages prodigality and extravagance in 
the home life of our countrymen. 

Under our scheme of government waste of 
public money is a crime against the citizens 
ana the contempt of our people for economy 
and frugality in their rsonal affairs de- 
plorably saps the strengta and sturdiness of 
our national character. 

It is a plain dictate of honesty and good 
gover: that public expenditures should 

limited by public necessity and that this 
shoula be measured by the rules of strict 
economy, and it is equally clear that frugal. 
ity among the people is the best guarantee 
of a contented and strong support of free in- 
bats THE

in us, constrain me to remind those with 
whomlamto co-operate that we can suc- 
ceed in doing the work which bas been 
especiaily set before us only by the most 
sincere, harmonious and disinterested effort. 
Even it insuperable obstacles and opposition 
prevent the consummation of our task, we 
shail hardly be excused; and if fallure can be 
traced to our fault or neglect, we may be sure 
the people will hold us to a swift and exact- 
ing accountability. 

The oath I now take to preserve, protect 
and defend the constitution of the United 
States not only impressively defines the great 
responsibility I assume, but suggests obedl- 
ence to constitutional commands as the rule 
dy which my oficial conduct must be guided. 
I shall tothe bestof my ability and within 
my sphere of duty, preserve the constitution 
by loyally protecting every grant of official 
power it contains, by defending all its re- 
straints when attacked by impatience or 
restlessness and by enforcing its limitations 
and reservations in favor of the State and 
the people. 

Fully impressed with the gravity of the 
duties that confront me, and mindtul of my 
weakness, 1 should be appalled if it were my 
lot to bear alone the responsibilities which 
awaitme. I am, however, saved from dis- 
couragement when Iremember that I shall 
have the support and the counsel and co- 
operation of wise and patriotic men who will 
stand at my side in Cabinet places or wiil 
1 the people in their legislative 

alls. 

Ifind also much comfort in remembering 
that my countrymen are just and generous 
and in the assurance that they will not con- 
demn those who by sincere devotion to their 
service deserve their forbearance and ap- 
proval. 

Above all, I know there is a Supreme Being 
who rules the affairs of men and whose 
goodness and mercy have always followed 
the American people; and I Know he will not 
turn from us now if we humbly and rever- 
ently seek his powerful ald. 


ON TO THE WHITE HOUSE. 


REVIEWING THE INAUGURAL PARADE IN A 
BLINDING SNOWSTORM, 


At the conclusion of the inaugural address 
the firing of a gun brought the commands of 
the first grand division to attention, and 
amid the boomihg of the presidential salute 


of twency-one guns from the batteries of the 
Washington Barracks, the Washington navy- 
yard and Fort Myer, Va., President Cleve- 
land and his escort moved rapidly toward the 
White House, followed by the inaugural pro- 
cession. The reviewing stand, designated 
by an immense flag flying about it, was situ- 
ated immediately by and in front of the 
Executive Mansion and on the south side of 
Pennsylvania avenue. 

Had the atmospheric conditions been any- 
thing like favorable instead of being as bad 
as they could possibly be, there would have 
probably been 60,000 men and a number of 
ladies marching in the parade, as against 
25,000 in 1885. ‘they were all here waiting to 
tall in line, but at the last moment some 
organizations were compelled to desist from 
participating. Nevertheless the occasion 
was a memorable one for the vast attend- 
ance,

HOW TO-DAY’S EVENT COMPARES WITH SIMI- 
LAR SCENES OF THE PAST. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 4,.—Grover 
Cleveland of New York, thrice nominated for 
President of the United States and twice 
elected, was to-day successfully inducted 
into that high office for his second term with 
all appropriate ceremonies and the gathering 
of a mighty>multitude, The last occasion 


was greater than the first. It was more im- 
»osing in the military and civic display. In 
1885 there were at the outside not more than 
25.000 men in line in the inaugural 
parade. At least 40,000 men, with a 
leaven of fair women, marched to-day along 
the great national avenue to and from the 
Capitol. To-day, also, the Governors of 
eleven great States—New York, New Jersey, 
Connectic ud Massachusetts In the North 
and East; of Pennsylvania and Maryland 
among the Middle States; of Georgia, North 
and South Carolina and Louisiana in the 
South, @@ of Wisconsin in the far West— 
in the national ceremonies and 
sized the complete restora- 
tiom of national unfon. More interesting 
and significant even than this, perhaps, 
the eyes of other nations and 
the historian, were the manifestation of the 
marvelo “growth of the population and 
power an the fact that this momentous and 
majestic gange in the government of 65,000,- 
090 of pect was accomplisned according to 
a cut and @ried formula, every step of which 
was pla and publicly anncunced before- 
hand and without noticeable disturbance of 
public interests or the creation of any excite- 
ment exfept that naturally accompanying a 
great national pageant and the influx of 
200,000 or 300,000 sightseers into the capital. 
CLEVELAND’S OTHER ELEVATION. 

The order of proceeding was aimost identi- 
cally the same as four vears ago, with the 
action of the chief participants reversed,and 
it differed very little, except in the extent of 
the demonstration, from the ceremonies of 
elght years ago, which brought Mr. Oleveland. 
to Washingten (on March 2, 1885) for the first 
time in his public career. Time and that

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TOWNS IN RUINS. 


Two Thriving Mississippi Cities Swept 
by a Cyclone. 


MARION AND TCOMSUBA WRECKED 
WITH GREAT LOi8 OF LIFE. 


Ten to Fifteen People Killed and Many 
Injured—Wires Are Frostrated and 
Reports of the Disaster Difficu't to 
Obtain—Other Cities in the State May 
Have Been Visited by the Storm. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 4.—The most 
disastrous storm that ever visited the State 
swept over the northwestern part of Missls- 
sippi last night. Reports from the localities 
visited by the cyclone are meager, owing to 
the prostration of the wires. But 
news at hand is to the effect 
that the town of Toomsuba was swept 
from the face of the earth. Only two houses 
were left standing. Itis reported here that 
ten people were killed there. At Marion Sta- 
tion every house was turned down. Among 
the killed at Marion are Mrs. Burton Meador 
and daughter, Myra. A full list of the killed 
cannot be obtained as yet. 

Marion isa station on the Moblie & Ohio 
road, ve miles northeast ofthe city of Merid- 
lan. Among its best buildings were a high 
school and three churches, but there were 
many others of a substantial character. 

Toomsuba is on the Alabama & Chatta- 
nooga Railway, thirteen miles from Merid- 
lan. It was quite a substantial place. 


FULTON WOOLEN MILLS BURNED. 
FULTON, Mo., March4.—This city suffered 
another heavy loss this morning at 4:15 
o’clock in the total destruction by fire of the 


Fulton Woolen Mills, owned and operated by 
Watson & Morey, in the manufacture of 
woolen goods, Diunkets and yarns. The 
building was a vent large two-story brick 
with a frontage of 100 feet and was 7% 
feet deep. Messrs. Watson & Morey’s loss 16 
estimated at $30,000; insured for $10,000, 
There was nothing saved, as the building 
was out ofthe fire limits and the Fire De- 
partment could render no aid. The origin of 
the fireisnot known, as the building was 
heated by steam. It is supposed to have 
been the work of an incendiary, 


FREIGHT CARS BURNED. 
LITTLE Rock, Ark., March 4.—The freight 
depot at Cabot, on the Iron Mountain road, 
twenty miles north of this city, and ten cars 


standing on the side track, nearly all of 
which were loaded, were burned this morn- 
ing. The fire was caused by a defective flue.

Judge Hemingway is the 
youngest member on the Supreme 
bench, and was selected last September for 
six years, after serving the unexpired term 


of Justice Smith, deceased. He is from Pine

ignation.

The girl visited her sister 
three or four times within the past 
fortnight, and it is alleged that 
Luther would hang around a saloon in the 
immediate neighborhood, and although not 
acquainted with her would make, it is al- 
leged, disagreeable remarks about her. She 
was informed of it and purchased a rawhide 
and visited Carondelet with the intention of 
warming Luther’s shoulders. About the 
above hour she stumbled across him in front 
of J. Robetsch’s saloon. She asked Luther 
why he had told the stories which came to 
her ears. He claimed, it is alleged, that some 
one told them them tohim, andthinking they 
were true made the remark he did. Without 
any warning she pulled out the rawhide and 
dealt him several well directed blows across 
the back and neck. Luther, to save himself 
further punishment, fied. The young lady 
left for her homein St. Louls determined to 
administer asimilar thrashing on the man 
who was instrumental in telling Luther the 
stories about her. 


A Novel Law Point. 
sam. Keller and Erhardt Weis were dis- 
charged vy Judge Paxson to-day on charges 
of hauling garbage without a license. The

Some members were elected under 
the proviso thatit was not necessary to be 
there all the time, but in the events that 
succeeded each other no one could tell just 
when these divisions might arise, 
and hence it became necessary to 
insist on the members being perpetually in 
attendance. The fund was for that purpose. 
It was intrusted to three trustees, Mr. Par- 
nell, Joseph Gillis Biggar and Justin McUar- 
thy. Mr. Biggar died previous tothe divorce 
proceedings that terminated the leadership 
of Mr. Parnell, and the other 
trustees being divided the fund 
was locked up. It was invested in 
Parisin American railway securities in the 
names of these three gentlemen, the pro- 
vision being that only two ofthe trustees, 
one of whom must be Mr. Parnell, could 
withdraw any ofthese securities. Upon the 
death of Mr. Parnell, Mr. McCarthy became 
the sole surviving trustee, but the French 
law recognized no trust. Mrs. Parnell 
brought sult in Paris to obtain the money as 
heirclaimant. Ittranspired that I was the 
only man whoknew just where this money 
came from and for what it was distined.

Messrs. Gould, Sage and Dillon made, totally 
oblivious to the fact that they were but 
ordinary creditors; in fact, they ran the sys- 
tem exactly as Gould wished. Are you pre- 
pared to substantiate truth of 
these charges? An examination of the 
records will prove just the reverse of these 
accusations. To show that the receivers 
were not controlied by Mr. Gould, I will state 
the facts concerning the only transaction in 
which any application was ever made by 


him to the receivers.

This was the last heard of the Missouri Pa- 
cific claim, or one in which Mr. Gould was 
interested, until the close of our administra- 
tion. Anorder was made bythe Court dis- 
posing of that claim to the satisfaction of all 
parties in interest. 

I defy anyone to point to a single claim of 
any Kind that was ever paid by the re- 
celvers without anorderof the court. To 
suppose for a moment suchathing as the 
payment of the debts of the Wabash Rall- 
road could or did happen without the order 
of the court would a severe criticism 
upon the characters of Judges Brewer and 
Treat and would be an intimation, in plain 
language, that they were in collusion 
wit the receivers. This no one 
believe. Judge Brewer, in his opinion ren- 
dered the s0th of Decem » 1886, said of the 
receivers: ‘‘Their administration has been 
so successful that, during the length of two 
years and a half in which it has been 
on, not only has there been no challenge in 
the court of primary administration of the 
property of their appointment, but there has 
not even been a suspicion suggested here of 
any impropriety of conduct on their part. or 
of any lack of fitness for the duties intrusted 
to them. This opinion of Judge Brewer 
was rendered on the application of the re- 
ceivers for instructions as to the surrender 
of certain property to Thomas M. Oooley, re- 
celver appointed by Judge Gresham.

~The Usual Resolutions of Apprecia- 
tion Tendered the Presiding Officers— 
Incidents of the Closing Hours. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 4,—In the Senate 
last night, after the passage of the McGarra- 
ghan claims bill, Senator Hill madea last 
stand for the Hudson River Bridge bill. The 
monotony of calls of the Senate, resulting in 
the disappearance of a quorum when it came 
to voting on Senator Hill’s pet bill, became 
too eXasperating for further endurance on 
the part of Senator Harris of Tennessee, & 
stickler for parliamentary etiquette, and he 
gavea characteristic two-minute speech, in 
effect as follows: 

“I want to say on my responsibility as a 
Senator anda man that the proceedings of 
the last two hours are a disgrace, a disgrace 
that in the expiring. hours of Congress a 
sufficient number of Senators cannot be held 
here to dispose of the public measures neces- 
sary to be considered.“ 

The House sheet metal guage Dili was 
passed, The conference reports on the 
sundry civil and the Indian appropriation 
bills early in the morning made a diversion 
for a time, but they were adopted 
without much discussion. About 5:30 
o’clock Senator Hill became desperate 


and made a lively attack upon the ‘‘filll-

Senator Hill admitted that his Dill 
was dead so far as this Congress was con- 
cerned, but renewed his efforts later on, but 
at6:300’clock gave up the fight gracefully, 
and himself moved the recess, which was 
taken from 6:30 to 9:80 o’clock. 

When the Senate reassembled the usual 
resolution of thanksto the Vice-President 
forthe dignified, impartial and courteous 
mannerin which he had presided over the 
deliberations of the Senate was offered by 
Mr. Harris and agreed to, and after that 
there was entire stoppage of the wheels of 
legislation and nothing was heard but the 
noisy hum of conversation on the floor and 
in the crowded galleries. 

A like resolution of thanksto Mr. Mander- 
son for the uniform, courteous and able 
manner in which he had exercised his duties 
as President pro tem was subsequently of- 
fered by Mr. Gorman and agreed to. 

As agreed upon in conference and passed 
by both Houses, the point of difference in the 
Indian appropriation bill relative to the 
Cherokee Strip was adjusted on the following 
basis: 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized 
to contract with the Indians for the strip at 
the price of $8,800,000, to be paid in five annual 
installments, beginningin 1894 and ending in 
1898, and the first payment being fixed at 


The sundry civil and Indian appropriation 
bills have been enrolled and sent to the Sen- 
ate forthe signature of the President and 
Vice-President. They are the last of the ap- 
propriation bills.

Famous Herses He Has Ridden—How 
Jockeys Learn to Ride—Goddard’s 
Downfall — Ptgilistioc Superstition 
Again Triumphant—Track and stable 
Gossip—Sporting News. 


The best horse I’ve ridden? Wen, I think 
Luke Blackburn was the best, and he wasn’t 
an easy one to ride,’’ recently said Jimmy 
McLaughlin, formerly America’s premier 
jockey, whose increasing weight has made 
him forsake the whip for the starter’s 
fing. It was a funny thing about him; 
no matter how far he had to go, he'd always 
run the first half mile in 60s. He'd never 
start turned the right way—he’d always turn 
the wrong way of the track, then wheel and 
run. Some people said jhe couldn’t stay, but 
he never quit with me. He was a fast one 
and could go a distance. Yes, he was the 
best horse Ieverrode.’’ And he has ridden 
the best of every yeare for ten years, except.

„»The worst horse—the meanest disposition 


| lever was on was Onondago. Why,he’d eat 
a horse while he was running his race. I 
remember in the match with Sachem, Barbee 
up, he grabbed hold of Barbee and bit him so 
hard you could hear him hollowing a mile 
off. Barbee yelled to me for the Lord’s sake 
to pull him off. I did after a tussle, and no 
sooner had 1 got him off Barbee than he laid 
hold of Sachem, Barbee pulled away out 
around me, and I won the race just through 
Onondago’s meanness. 

‘*‘What goes to make a good jockey?“ 
Plenty of riding. Most owners and trainers 


don’t give the little boys a chance toride in 
races.

They ve got to ride to 
know how. That's the reason Daly makes 
good jockeys—he puts his exercise boys that 
show they can ride on his horses inraces. I 
think a jockey can’t be much of a jockey 
without judgment either. He's got to have 
plenty of Judgment—wnhere would he be in a 
long race without it? Practice and judg- 
ment will make good jockeys if they’ve got 
it in 'em to ride. 

The best jockey riding? Well, I can’t 
say. I hardly know,’’ said Jimmy dip- 
lomatically. However, McLaughlin added 
magnanimously about his old rival, the 
**Snapper’’: ‘*Ilike Garrison’s riding. He 
is one of the best jockeys going.

ROD AND GUN, 

Practical game protection is the important 
question of the day among thoughttul Ameri- 
can sportsmen, fifty years of conflicting leg- 
islation in the various States have aroused 
the lovers of rod and gun to the necessity of 
co-operative laws for the preservation of fish 
and game. Even in the far West’’—popu- 
larly supposed to be the inexhaustible nat- 
ural game preserve of the continent—the 
rapid extermination of fur, fin and feather is 
a source of serious apprehension. The need 
of more uniform laws is everywhere acknowl.- 
edged, as it has been often proved that game 
butchers in any locality will! “kill and spare 
not’’ so long as a market can be found in any 
adjoining State where a later open season 
permits of ready sale. To put a stop to these 
outrages a Suggestion or rather an appeal 
comes from Milwaukee for the organization 
of a National Sportsmen’s Association, which 
shall have for its primary purpose the work 
required to secure greater uniformity and 
co-operation in the fish and game laws of the 
various States; a more united effort to pre-. 
vent the capture, Killing, shipment or sale of 
game during the close season; and establish. 
ing where practicable, public parks in each 
State, where the natural forests shall be pre- 
served, the lakes or streams therein remain 
unpolluted, and the denizens of tur, fin and 
feather be strictly protected that they may 
multiply and replenish the depleted woods 
and waters of the surrounding country. It 
is proposed to hold the convention during 
the Worid’s Fair at Chicago. 

The suggestion is a good one and should be 
takenup. The practical way to take steps 
towards co-operating inso commendabie an 
enterprise is to form State associations. 
Missouri already has such an organization 
and it is striving to get some practical legis- 
lation through the present assembly. If the 
local rod and gun clubs were to co-operate 
with them something could be accomplished 
and enough interest aroused to send ona 
delegation to the sportsman’s congress,
